EDITORS REPVBLICAN:—I see an ar- 


ticle in your issue of July 1st headed 
"Dismal Letter," "no rain in Kansas 
for six months," and signed S. W. Lef- 
fingwell.

peaches and blackberries, that are now 
ripe. Our surplus peaches are now be- 
ing shipped west to Colorado and New 
Mexico. 
We cannot have a surplus of 


apples yet, as our orchards are too 
young, but have enough this year for 
home consumption. 
We also have a 


good crop of vegetables of all kinds 
common to this latitude. 
We, too, have 


a large crop of Garfield men this year.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 14.—The Irish

He said that business of vital import- 
ance would come before the convention 
and urged the necessity of brevity in all 
the speeches.

litical information, were appointed, with 
instructions to report to-morrow morn- 
ing. An invitation from the Irish Re- 
publican club of this city to participate 
in a procession at the reception of Hon. 
A. G. Porter, republican candidate for 
governor, to-night, was accepted, and 
the convention adjourned till ten o'clock 
to-morrow. 


Hou. A. G. Porter, republican candi- 


date for governor, arrived at home at 4 
o'clock this evening, from Washington, 
by a special train. " At all stations from 
tbe time he entered the state, he was 
greeted by enthusiastic crowds.

CHICAGO, July 14.—Latest returns 


from the agricultural districts tributary 
to this market, while very conflicting, 
seem to establish pretty clearly that the 
whole Northwest winter wheat crop is 
saved in good order, and with about an 
average yield; that the spring wheat 
crop is, as a rule, less to the acre than 
last year, but that the increased acre- 
age will make tbe yield somewhat 
greater than that of 1879, provided the 
weather becomes a little more favora- 
ble. The alternations of extreme heat 
and drenching rains have jeopardized 
the crop in some sections, particularly 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin, but the 
latest advices indicate a prospect of 
more favorable and settled weather, and 
unless prospects are changed, the spring 
wheat crop will be' safely harvested 
within two or three weeks. Oats will 
not be short as they were last year, the 
yield being large and the safety of the 
crop practically assured. 
The univer- 


sal report respecting corn is that the 
acreage is largely increased, the condi- 
tion is excellent, and tho prospect for 
good crops as good as ever before. The 
only exception is in the wot low lands, 
where corn has been nearly flooded out.' 
It is, however, true that the crop is not 
quite as forward as in previous years, 
and some fcars'of early and destructive 
frosts are entertained. As a whole, the 
prospects for the great grain'growing 
belt of the northwest is flattering, and 
another fine crop year will doubtless 
contribute a large sum to the National 
Exchequer, and cause a continuation of

Mr. Coombs saw 
nothing more of him. Mr. Samuel Wise 
saw the team running past his place, he 
mounted a horse and pursued, overtaking 
it about time it fastened in the fence cor- 
aer as above stated. Mr. Cnbbett gave 
all attention to the team, supposing 
o 


have run off by itself. One of the lines 
was around a horse's leg and the other was 
fast to the stand at the front end gate. 
On untying the lines Cribbett discovered 
a man lying on the bottom of the wagon, 
and he spoke to him as loudly as he could, 
but received no reply, the man appearing 
not to breathe. He breaihed a few times 
and all was over.

Any reference to the condition of the 


growing crops is always interesting. The 
tables for the July report Of the State 
Board of Agriculture are complete, and 
are published. The tabulated statement 
shows that the average condition of crops 
in Macon county up to July 1st, is: Corn, 
109 per cent.; winter wheat, 107; spring 
wheat, 92; oats, 105; flax, 101; potatoes, 
107; meadows, 105. The tables are based 
on reports Jfrom correspondents in each 
county of the State. They show that the 
total farm product of the State this year 
will be larger by millions of dollars than 
ever before. 
The total acreage of wheat 


is about 20 per cent, greater tunn lust 
year, and the condition on July 1st is re- 
ported, with but few exceptional coun- 
ties, to be equal to that of last year on 
the same date. 
The reports were made 


before the rains of the caily part of the 
month, which were supposed to be so 
damaging, but the correspondence of the 
board is to Ibe cil'ect that the damage is 
very slight. Corn will produce about the 
same as last year, oats about 15 per cent, 
more, and tlie hay crop will be nearly 
double.

On Sunday, July 25th, the Wabash, St. 


Louis and Pacific Railway Company will 
commence running freight aud passenger 
trains from Decatur to Chicago by way 
of Bemeut, making the trip in about five 
hours, three hours shorter than the pres- 
eul rnuuiuK time.

Wheu used for cleansing purposes 
it should be handled with great care, 
that the gas, which is given off free- 
ly in a warm room, be not breathed 
IQ laige quantities, and do injury to 
the delicate lining of the nose and 
mouth.
